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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1. The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information 
disclosure statement. 37 CFR 1.98(b) requires a list of all patents, 
publications, or other information submitted for consideration by the Office, 
and MPEP § 609.04(a) states, "the list may not be incorporated into the 
specification but must be submitted in a separate paper." Therefore, unless 
the references have been cited by the examiner on form PTO-892, they have not 
been considered. 

Claim Objections 

1. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

2. Claim 1, line 14 recites: "the subsequent period." Examiner notes there is 
no antecedent basis for the use of this term. 

3. The claims have not been checked to the extent necessary to determine 
the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested 
in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the claims. 

4. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
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subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. In particular, 
independent claim 1, line 12 recites: " the smallest average displacement ..." 
The phrase "smallest average" appears contradictory and adds ambiguity to the 
claimed subject matter. Dependent claims 2-12 are similarly treated. For 
purposes of examination the phrase smallest average displacement will simply 
be treated as "displacement." 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 

U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in 

this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent 
or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States 
before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application 
filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application 
designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the 
English language. 

8. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 



Bendahan et al. (U.S. Patent 7,233,644). 
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Figs. 1A & 2 - X-ray imaging apparatus - U.S. Patent 7,233,644 to Bendahan et al. 

10. As per claims 1-12, Bendahan et al. disclose an X-ray imaging 
apparatus comprising: an X-ray production means for producing X-rays from 
a plurality of sources (205A1 - 205A8; 205B1 - 205B8), wherein the sources 
are spaced from each other by a source spacing; a plurality of X-ray sensors 
(270A1-270A8; 270B1-270B8) to detect X-rays emitted from the sources 
(205A1 - 205A8; 205B1 - 205B8) and passing through an object (252) and a 
controlled (140) for controlling the order in which the sources are active such 
that a displacement between an active source in one emission period and an 
active source in a subsequent period is greater than a source spacing (see col. 
6:38-col.7:34).
